Census population, 
10,770. Total number of deaths, 24, including 2 from tuberculosis. 

New York — Auburn. — Month of March, 1901. Census population, 
30,345. Total number of deaths, 38, including 3 from phthisis pulmo- 
nalis. 

Rochester. — Month of March, 1901. Census population, 162,608. 
Total number of deaths, 221, including diphtheria, 4, and 22 from 
tuberculosis. 

Ohio. — Eeports to the State board of health for the five weeks ended 
March 30, 1901, from 62 localities having an aggregate population of 
1,404,596, show 29 deaths from diphtheria, enteric fever, 35; measles, 
4 ; scarlet fever, 12, and 4 from whooping cough. 

Cleveland. — Month of March, 1901. Estimated population, 390,000. 
Total number of deaths, 527, including diphtheria, 7 ; enteric fever, 
10 ; scarlet fever, 1 ; whooping cough, 2 ; smallpox, 2, and 44 from 
tuberculosis.
